2. The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 27, line 11, "arranged adjacent to said container body." has been 
changed to said indicia wall being integral with the container body. - 

3. The following is ah examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In the 
previous Office Action, the Examiner allowed claims 29, 30, 32 and 33. The Examiner 
also stated that claims 3, 4, 7-9, 13 and 14 would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form. Applicant has since amended the independent claim 19 to include 
the feature of the indicia wall being integral with said container body. Embodiments of 
the device which contain this feature were deemed allowable in the previous Action. 
The Examiner considers the reference "Engelhardt" to be the closest prior art. 
Engelhardt discloses a tube with an extension on which indicia may be placed, but does 
not teach a tufctin which the indicia wall is an integral part of the container body. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
